PSALM 1 


Psalm 1:1 Blessed is the one who does not walk in step with the 
wicked or stand in the way that sinners take or sit in the company 
of mockers, 2 but whose delight is in the law of the Lord, and who 
meditates on his law day and night. 3 That person is like a tree 
planted by streams of water, which yields its fruit in season and 
whose leaf does not wither—whatever they do prospers. 

Notice the person in verse three is like a tree planted by streams of 
water, which yields its fruit in season and whose leaf does not with¬ 
er—whatever they do prospers. I think we all want to be this per¬ 
son. He is like a tree, not a reed, a weed or grass. He is solid and 
able to stand against any storm. He has been planted. Nothing 
about him is accidental. Not only has he been planted, on purpose, 
he has been planted by streams of water. Whatever drought may 
come, he will always find water and will always produce fruit in the 
right season. His leaves do not wither. All of the things that grow 
out of his life; his ministry, his family, his faith are alive and well. 
Everything he does prospers. 

It is clear that this tree, having been planted by streams of water, 
represents the life that God intends for us. When our roots go deep 
into the streams of water, which represent God in our lives, we too 
can withstand the storms of life. Being planted by streams of water, 
we are able to withstand the drought. We are not dependent on rain 
that might not come. Our source of life is always there in the 
stream. When the roots of our lives have gone deep into God, we 
will be like this tree that has been planted by streams of water. 

This sounds great but how do we become this person? The secret is 
found in meditating on Him day and night. Meditation generally 
means to empty the mind. Biblical meditation is the opposite. It is 
filling the mind with scripture and thinking deeply about God. It is 
taking passages from scripture or abstract thoughts about God, 
processing them and pressing them into the heart. 

When God is deeply embedded in our hearts, we will delight in His 
law. The word translated “delight” means we will feel that we have 
been made rich by His law. The implication of this is that we will 
search the scriptures and meditate on His law in hopes of finding 
the next thing we need to do. We will love Him so deeply, nothing 
could please us more than to find one more way to honor and 
please Him. 

We do not meditate on Him because we are trees, we become trees 
by meditating on Him. Let’s find time to read, pray and think deep¬ 
ly about Him. Meditate on His work in us and His will for us and 
we will become like trees planted by streams of water.
